High wages of building h&rtisans 
and high material costs have pro- 
duced a “buyers’ strike’’ in the con- 
Struction industry of St. Louis, al-

There has been a considerable fal'- 
ing off in building permits for the 
last month, yet permits for the first 
six months of this year amount to 
nearly double those for the corre- 


sponding period of 1922. 

Seventeen projects, with a total es- 
timated ‘‘pre-advance” cost of $13,- 
035,000, are in the accompanying 
list of large projects being held up 
on account of this spring's advance 
in costs, as shown by a Post-Dispatch 
canvass today. Several of those in- 
cluded have been delayed for the last 
year or more, awaiting a favorable 
market, although there was a sutfi- 
cient price slump to start a buildin.s 
boom here last year. 

Some of these projects cannot be 
named specifically, because their 
backers are not ready to reveal 
plans. 

“Buyers’ Strike’ Believed to Be On. 

It is known that many lesser proj- 
ects, including numerous dwelling zs,

He was the son of Madame Er- 
nestine Schumann-Heink, world-fa- 
mous singer, in whose honor, as 
“the most distinguished delegate”’ 
to the convention of Disabled Amer.

“T have tw06-things to ask of you,” 
Madame Schumann-Heink said. 
“Will you promise me these two 
things? 

“First, that you will never bélieve 
atty false stories you may hear about 
mé, stories that I was a German spy, 
that I was untrue to this, my coun- 
try, and to you. 

“The second promise I ask Of you 
is that, when I am dead—and it 
won't be many mofe years now— 
you will see to it that I am buried 
in Atmerica, in my country. And, 
boys, maybe I could have, in a Way, 
the burial of a soldier. Not any 
fuss. Have them play “Taps” over 
my grave, as I Havé sung it to 
you. , Will you promise?” 

Every one 6f the 30 veterans si- 
lently stood up as she finished, 
raised his right hand and gave her 
his pledge. 


WATER KNEE DEEP IN MANILA

LADY ASTOR PULLS COAT TAILS 
OF SPEAKER IN PARLIAMENT 


Members of Commons Roar With 
Laughter As She Tries to Make 
Him Stop Talking.

LONDON, June 30.—Lady Astor, 
tugging at the coat tails of Sir Fred- 
erick George Banbury in a vain of- 
fort to induce him to stop speaking 
so that she and her liquor bill might 
have the right of way, sent the House 
of Commons into peals of laughter 
last evening in which. the grave 
Speaker was obliged to join. Sir 
Frederick, a sworn opponent of her 
bill, who looks with disfavor upon 
the admission of women to Parlia- 
ment, was well warmed up to the de- 
bate on the agricultural credits bill 
and paid no attention to her plead- 
ings. Lady Astor finally tugged at 
his coat tails trying to force him te 
sit down, while the House laughed 
heartily. 

At last Banbury stopped. There 
were five minutes left for considera- 
tion of the liquor bill, and Sir Fred- 
érick immediately began movitig 
amendments to it. Uttering groans 
of impatience afd é@xclamations of 
dismay, Her Ladyship made a des- 
perate and futile attempt to move 
closure. This enly served to increase 
the merriment, which burst forth 
anew when the time limit expired 
with Banbury still talking. 

Then Lady Astor rose from her 
seat, shook her fist at the enemy and, 
hastening toward him, punched him, 
half in fun and half in potulance, 
while the mémbers shoutéd with 
mirth. 

The bill, however, was not lost as 
the Government has promised to 
grant facilities for its eventual pass- 
age.

The cover to the hood of the low- 
er ventilator, which carries the heat- 
ed.air from fire room No. 2, naval 
officials said, wads cloged in some 
manner not yét known.

Detectives, however, learned that 

Smith and Taylor were in the club 
and that Smith tried to induce Tay- 
lor, who had been drinking heavily, 
to go home. Smith was a boarder 
at the Taylor home. The latter wit- 
lessees said, was armed with a re- 
volver and insisted that Smith drink 
from a can of beer. 
fused and Taylor, the detectives 
were told, hit him on the head with 
the revolver. 
Smith started to leave the club 
and a shot was fired. Three other 
persons who were in the club at the 
time said they departed without see- 
ing who had fired the shot. Smith 
went hofme and said nothing about 
Deing shot until the following day. 
The police learned of the shooting 
when Smith was taken to City Hos- 
pital. 

later, when questioned, Smith de- 
nied having Hheen in the club and in- 
sisted that he had been shot when 
two negroes attempted to bold him 
up at Spring and Folsom avenues.
